Los Angeles Harbor Future Cotton Port; Admission 
Day; Income Tax Due Next Month 


Los Angeles Harbor will even- 
tually outrank the southern ports 
In cotton export trade, but this 
derirabie consummation may be 
deferred twenty years while great 
equipment enterprises are com- 
pleted, and judicious , Publicity 
Peg promulgated. The first 

ng to make our own harbor 
equal to those on the Gulf and the 
second to secure ite advantages in 
other parts_of the world. 

This frank declaration was made 
yesterday to Trade Talk by Pro- 
fessor Clayton D. Carus, associate 
of foreign trade and 

tin-American relations at the 
University of Southern California 
on his return from a tour of the 
Southern Stateg and Gulf ports 
studying trade conditions. 

Prof. Carus is Particularly en- 
thusiastic over the work accom- 
plished tn the harbor of Galveston 
and the facilities for handling cot- 
ton there. He quotes Galveston 
statistics showing that that harbor 
e the biggest cotton export rt 

the world. The work is done 
by negro longshoremen, who re- 
ceive 80 cents an hour, but despite 
the fact that it is all done by hand, 
Galveston can ship cotton cheaper 
than any other port. 

Prof. Carus believes that it wil! 
be an almost hopcless battle if we 
enter into competition for cotton 
exporting business with the Gulf 
and points to thirty railroad 
mes converging at Galveston. 
On the other hand Prof. 
Points to the misled pride of the 
city of Houston, which decided to 
become a shipping port despite the 
fact that it is fifty miles inland. 
Sixty millions of dollars have been 
spent digging a channel from Trin- 
ity Bay to withir. eight miles of 
mn where it stops, in favor 
of a emal! bargeway, necessitating 
& reloading. Altogether, Prof. 
Carus declares, it costs a ship an 
additional $2000 to unload and load 
at Houston. On an average two 
ships a week enter the port of 
Houston, and these to deliver goods 
to loyal merchants of Houston.who 
demand that their cargoes be de- 
livéred at this port. 
Prof. Carus believes that the 
exporting of petroleum -will be 
one of the chief exports in the 
local harbor and points to the de- 
sirability of a more equitabse 
freight rate from the Salt River 
Valley in Arizona to secure cotton 
export trade to the Orient, making 
it possible to save the “a 
Canal toll, which would enable 
this port to compete on an equal 
basis with ports having better 
equipment.
